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ENRFEUOUOENCE 


In religious assemblies, political, or 
therwise, “influence” plays the most 
mportant part. In fact, it is the bal- 
ance of power in any gathering, and 
the origin of every decision. Therefore, 
both in the church and in administra- 
tion of governmental affairs, men of 
strong “influence” are sought out and 
placed at the front to champion the 
ideals or the causes of any group that 
desires to effect a decision where a 

Qioiy rules. No less is this true of 
an individual, when and where it is de- 
sired to convert another to a view held 
by another. 

TEXT: “And Jesus went about all 
Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, 


and preaching the gospel of the king- ° 


dom, and healing all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease among 
the people. And his fame went 
throughout all Syria: and _ they 
brought unto him all sick people that 
were taken with divers diseases and 
torments, and those which were pos- 
sessed with devils, and those which 
were lunatick, and those that had the 
palsy; and he healed them,” Matt. 4: 
23, 24. 
DECISIONS 
There is no way to effect a decision 
relative to some view not previously 
held, until the mind or heart is awak- 
ened by “influence,” either by persons, 
scenes, things, or circumstances. 
Therefore, God created persons, scenes, 
things, and circumstances. The per- 
son of Jesus Christ is God’s bid for 
“influence” in the minds of people to- 
day who are unsaved, or who are 
saved, so far as that is concerned. 
Calvary was a scene designed to awak- 
en a dormant mind and to effect a 
decision favorably Godward. Grace 
administered to the needy, such as 
healing the sick, created circumstances 
favorable to the people who needed to 
be saved and healed. Through grace 
Christ was revealed and made display 
of His power, which resulted in great 
“influence” and which, therefore, ef- 
fected decisions for God. 
INFLUENCE 
A person without “influence” for 
good is a dreadful person, because 
there is no such thing as not having 
“influence” either for good or for bad. 
_ Men are either restrained from doing 
evil by the presence and conduct of 
good men, or they are emboldened to 
do evil by the “influence” of evil men. 
Sinners run with evil men in riot and 
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excess. They cease to do evil only when 
forced to do so by an “influence” eith- 
er by a person or circumstance which 
restrains evil and magnifies the bless- 
ings of and rewards for doing good. 
“Influence” as a word is only recorded 
as being used once in Strong’s, Young’s 
or Cruden’s concordances in Job 38: 
31. It comes from the Hebrew word 
“maadannoth” and is_ translated 
“bonds” by transposition from the root 
“onad,” to bind; used in Job 38:31 with 
the question “canst thou bind the 
sweet influences of Pleiades?” The 
idea is that “influence” of the right 
sort binds or restrains and hinders 
evil. From the Latin word “influ- 
entia,” it was used (1) by astrologers 
with reference to the ethereal fluid 
thought to flow from the stars and to 
effect the actions of men. As ether 
puts men to sleep by deadening their 
sensibility, even so “influence,” as a 
bad sort, puts men to sleep with regard 
to right doing; while on the other 
hand, “influence” from a right source 
deadens men’s sensibility to evil 
things and awakens them to nobler 
and sublime things. This ethereal fluid 
is thought to flow from the stars. The 
righteous are like the stars in that 
they give light and are to be clothed 
with light. Dan. 22:3; 1 Cor. 15:41. (2) 
The word “influence” was used in a 
poetic sense, to represent an “emana- 
tion or effusion, especially of a spirit- 
ual or moral force.” (3) The act or 
power of producing effect without ap- 
parent force or direct authority, as 
influence by suggestion. (4) To repre- 
sent power arising from station, char- 
acter, wealth, etc. (5) Used of a thing 
or person that exerts considerable in- 
fluence. 
THE CHRISTIAN 

The Christian should be a moral re- 
buke to those who practice sin. He is 
God’s star. He is God’s sunlight of 
Christ. He, along with others, is 
God’s city set upon an hill which can- 
not be hid. As the signs of the Zodiac 
are said to affect material things, the 
Christian is also to deeply and pro- 
foundly affect men by drawing them 
Godward. The Christian is God’s 
spiritual and moral force; his duty is 
(1) to live the life of Christ again and 
thereby to induct men by spiritual 
force into the kingdom of God. (2) 
The Christian is, by his moral con- 
duct, to influence men to lead moral 
lives. (3) The Christian is to produce

effect without exercise of legal au- 
thority. He is an action produced 
without external force, loud arguments 
or criticism. His task is only to shine 
for Christ, and by that act and that 
alone to influence men to become 
Christians. (4) The power of the 
Christian arises from his Christian 
character, graven by the Holy Spirit 
within, but seen without like the staves 
that carry the ark. As the staves were 
ever ready to be grasped in bearing 
the ark (the type of Christ), even so 
the Christian is God’s testimony to all 
that is hidden in Christ. He is the re- 
vealed evidence of the covenant of 
God, and the very essence of the fact 
that God changes bad men to good 
men by the saving grace of Jesus 
Christ. 


ELEVATED CHRISTIANS 


The man who lives a devoted life 
to Christ is a person of powerful “in- 
fluence” within his church, his home, 
and no less his community. The Chris- 
tian takes the upward glance or the 
upward slant of both spiritual and 
moral ascendency. He sways, he con- 
trols, he masters men by his Christian 
influence. Thus it is that Christians 
become elevated above the ways of the 
world. They do not stoop to do the 
mean things that unsaved men do. 
They are like the palm tree, they are 
not only stalwart and straight, but 
they wave in the pure air of the Spirit 
and revel in the glory and grace of 
God. 


HINDRANCES 


On the other hand, there are hin- 
drances that destroy our “influence.” 
It may be one thing or it may be 
another. Sometimes it is unconfessed 
sin; sometimes it ts unpaid grocery 
or rent bills, or failure to meet an 
obligation, or slipping away from 
Christ and flirting with the world. If 
anything is known in the life of the 
Christian that is not Christlike, the 
knowledge of this fact by the unsaved 
thunders so loudly that they know you 
not for what you profess to be, but 
for what they actually know you to be. 
People are made to laugh when we 
testify to being more than they know 
us to be by our everyday walk as 
Christians. Our influence for good or 
for bad has either a deadening effect 
or an enlivening effect upon the un- 
saved.

the Lord Jesus was speaking of in 
Luke 21:28: ‘The powers (lit. explosive 
forces) of the heavens shall be shak- 
en’ (R.V.). 

“Surely it is no coincidence that the 
only element found to be suitable for 
the experiment is uranium. The Holy 
Spirit made no mistake in the inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures. The Greek of 
the above verse means ‘the dynamite 
of uranium.’ 

“We are told that when the experi- 
ment with the bomb was made in the 
desert of New Mexico, the steel tower 
in which it was exploded by remote 
control was vaporized. The tower did 
not become a mass of molten metal, 
but went up in gas, literally passing 
‘away with a great noise.’ Unbelievers 
laugh at the prophecy of (R.V.) 2 
Peter 3:10 (as indeed they do about 
everything else supernatural or mirac- 
ulous)—‘the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall be dissolved with fervent heat,’ 
yet we have seen a preview of the very 
thing before our eyes. 

““Men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth!’ In- 
side of two or three weeks we have 
read in the papers of (1) the crashing 
of the bomber into the world’s tallest 
building; (2) the cracking up of the 
world’s largest flying boat in Chesa- 
peake Bay; (3) the flying of the 
world’s fastest plane from Ohio to New 
York—544 miles in 62 minutes; (4) the 
dropping of two of the world’s most 
powerful bombs on Japanese cities. In 
the last few months all the great world 
leaders of the war, except Stalin — 
Roosevelt, Mussolini, Hitler, Tojo, 
Churchill—have either died or passed 
from power. (It is not for me to say 
whether there is any special signifi- 
cance in the fact that only Stalin of 
Russia remains. We do know, however, 
that Russia plays an important role in 
the prophetical Scriptures.)

In sanctification one does not re- 
ceive ABSOLUTE PERFECTION. In 
other words, one does not receive per- 
fection of mind, judgment, body, etc. 
Salvation is no guarantee against in- 
sanity or sickness, BUT SANCTIFI- 

ATION IS ABSOLUTE FREEDOM 

OM SIN! 

If one is sanctified, he may well be 
content to wait until the resurrec- 
tion of the just to receive absolute 
perfection of body and mind. 

Hebrews 9:13, 14, “For if the blood 
of bulls and goats, and the ashes of an 
heifer sprinkling the unclean, sanc- 
tifieth to the purifying of the flesh: 
how much more shall the blood of Je- 
sus.... PURGE your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God?” 
Please notice that the question is, 
How much more will the blood of 
Christ do, than the blood of those 
ANIMALS DID? 

If the blood of those animais puri- 
fied the flesh (that is, they obtained 
forgiveness for the things done in 
the flesh, but went and did the same 
sins the next year, and had to come 
and offer the blood of animals again 
for their sins), HOW MUCH MORE 
will the blood of Jesus do for us? The 
text answers the question. THE 
BLOOD OF JESUS WILL PURGE 
ONE’S VERY CONSCIENCE. 

We find more light on this scripture 
if we read Hebrews 10:14. 

The first verse tells us that those 
sacrifices offered year by year could 
not make the people perfect. The 
second verse tells us that if the wor- 
shipers had been purged they would 
have had no conscience of sins, be- 
cause they would have been perfectly 
free from the contamination of sin. 
Verse 14 tells us that when the blood 
of Jesus sanctifies one, he is perfected 
forever. 

The word here used for conscience 
is the Greek —sumeidesis—and it 
means to understand or to be aware 
of. So when one is PURGED, he is not 
aware of the contamination received 
through Adam from Satan, because it 
has been removed by the blood of Je- 
sus. He is no longer unholy, because 
the thing that made him so is taken 

@:: This is THAT BETTER THING; 
this is the MUCH MORE that the 
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blood of Jesus will do for us than the 
blood of animals did for the Old Tes- 
tament people. THIS IS SANCTIFI- 
CATION. 

Prov. 16:6, “By mercy and truth is 
iniquity PURGED.” John 17:17, 
“Sanctify them through thy truth.” 
These scriptures prove that sanctifi- 
cation is a PURGING-OUT OF INIQ- 
UITY. “Iniquity” is a noun mean- 
ing evil, or perversity. It refers to the 
evil contamination that one receives 
from Satan through Adam, and which 
is PURGED OUT IN SANCTIFICA- 
TION. 


Let us again examine John 15:2. 
Jesus is here speaking of the 
BRANCHES IN HIM. This refers to 
the people whom God has permitted 
to enter the body of Jesus by way of 
the new birth. This proves beyond any 
reasonable doubt that sanctification 
is a second experience of grace, since 
we know that to get into the body of 
Jesus is one experience. Now read 1 
John 1:7, “If we walk in the light 
(that is, bear fruit in the vine), 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin” (purges us 
from all impurities). 

The word used for sin in John 1:7 
is an abstract noun. It signifies an at- 
tribute of Satan. Abstraction is the 
process of withdrawing one or more 
attributes of a person or thing, and 
considering them _ separately and 
apart from the person or thing. The 
attribute here is one of Satan’s. It is 
called sin. This does not mean that 
the believer has Satan in him after 
he is converted, but it does mean that 
the believer has the attributes of Sa- 
tan in him until he is sanctified. 
Adam received this attribute of Satan 
through the fall, and all mankind has 
received it from Adam through the 
law of heredity. In Adam all die, but 
in Christ all are made alive. 

Now let us consider the verb PURGE 
from a grammatical point of view. It 
is a transitive verb (that is, as it is 
used here; however, it can be used as 
an intransitive verb) and as a tran- 
sitive verb it must have a doer of the 
action, which is the blood of Jesus, 
and it must have a receiver of the 
action, which is the branch in Christ. 

If this branch does not, and can- 
not, be purged completely and defi- 


nitely, then when can one say 
that he is purged? If sanctification 
is a purging, then how can one say he 
is sanctified BEFORE this purging is 
completed? 

The Catholics answer this question 
by inventing the doctrine of purga- 
tory. They teach that when one dies 
without this cleansing of heart that 
he goes to purgatory, where he is 
purged by suffering in fire. 

The noun “purgatory” is derived 
from the verb “purge,” and means a 
place where purging is done. 

Now if the Protestant churches do 
not believe in purgatory, then what do 
they believe in in order to receive this 
cleansing? Some of them resort to the 
teaching that man is not contami- 
nated by Satan, and therefore does 
not need a cleansing. Others say that 
getting into the body of Jesus also 
purges them. But none of these 
teachings will measure up to the 
Word of God. The scriptures used 
above definitely prove that there is a 
purging for people to receive AFTER 
they get into the VINE, which is Je- 
sus. 

One can never be healed by deny- 
ing that he is sick. One cannot be 
cured of poisoning by disputing the 
power of the poison. So one can never 
be cleansed from the depravity of the 
heart just BY DENYING THAT 
THING. We will do well to admit that 
we are depraved through the fall of 
Adam, and accept God’s eternal cure 
for it, which is sanctification. For this 
is the will of God, even your sancti- 
cation. 1 Thess. 4:3.

In looking over his father’s papers 
after his death, a Scotch brother who 
had been a very worldly man, saw 
that he had bequeathed large sums of 
money to Mr. Mueller’s orphanage, so 
he decided to go down and help with 
the work. They were having a revival 
there for the orphaned boys and girls 
and he was saved. They said, “We are 
not surprised, for at this home, for 
thirty-eight years, Mr. Mueller never 
ceased to pray for you.” 

UNFINISHED PRAYER 

Prov. 1:28, “Then shall they call 
upon me, but I will not answer.” 

Just before her execution, Mrs. Hahn 
began to pray and her last words were 
“and deliver...” She never finished 
the rest of the sentence: “ ... from 
evil.”

Then with the sign of the cross on 
the ears, he said: “By this holy unc- 
tion and His most loving mercy may 
the Lord pardon thee whatever thou 
hast sinned by hearing.” Then on the 
nose, saying: “By this holy unction 
and His most loving mercy may the 
Lord pardon thee whatever thou hast 
sinned by smell.” On the lips, say- 
ing: “By this holy unction and His 
most loving mercy may the Lord par- 
don thee whatever thou hast sinned by 
taste and speech.” On the back of 
the hands, saying: “By this holy unc- 
tion and His most loving mercy may 
the Lord pardon thee whatever thou 
hast sinned by touch.” Then finally on 
the feet, saying, “By this holy unction 
and His most loving mercy may the 
Lord pardon thee whatever thou 
hast sinned by walking.” 

How different was the prayer Christ 
prayed for His (living) disciples: “I 
pray not that thou shouldest take 
them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil,” 
John 17:15.

In studying the fourth chapter of 
first Peter, we notice the key word is 
“suffering.” The chapter starts and 


@o:« with the same thought. Suffer- 


ing is universal, none escape. God 
uses this strange channel in a re- 
markable way to bring us into the will 
of God, for we are told that He that 
hath suffered in the flesh hath ceased 
from sin. Since all are called upon 
to suffer, it is a comfort to know that 
such a condition can be “according to 
the will of God.” 

Some may think it quite strange 
that their Christian path should lead 
through dark waters of suffering, but 
Peter tells us to “think it not strange” 
but, on the other hand, rejoice, inas- 
much as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
sufferings. It is not hard to suffer for 
one we love, nor for one whom we 
know has suffered for us. More than 
that, we can even be happy when we 


_ are reproached for the name of Christ. 


Peter even says if any man suffer as a 
Christian, let him not be ashamed, but 
let it be an occasion for glorifying God. 
Yet he hints that there are other suf- 
ferers whose sufferings are acute and 
deathblowing, definitely out of the 
will of God, and brought on entirely 
by ourselves. The 15th verse says: 
“But let none of you suffer as a 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an evil- 
doer, or as a busybody in other men’s 
matters.” Who suffers more than the 
murderer, the thief and the evildoer? 
Even the busybody spends many a 
sleepless night in remorse over his 
evil deeds, when he is brought face 
to face with his error. We do not wish 
to dwell on this type of sufferer, but 
the kind of suffering we are inter- 
ested in is the kind our text empha- 
sizes, according to the will of God. 
Some of the most dynamic personal- 
ities for God I have ever met have 
been, not those who have enjoyed the 
most pleasant lives, but on the con- 
trary have endured untold sufferings 
and agonies of spirit. Such a capacity 
for suffering surely brings one near to 
the heart of God. It is a known fact 
that this type of suffering does more 
to mellow the Christian life than any- 
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thing else. It has been told that 
Jennie Lind never became really great 
as a singer until after her heart had 
been broken by the one whom she 
loved most. After her crushing, then 
her song melted the hearts of thou- 
sands. As a crushed rose brings forth 
sweeter fragrance than a mere bud, so 
the smitten life has a greater capacity 
for serving. On the contrary, if suf- 
fering is not allowed to draw us closer 
to God it will certainly harden one’s 
heart. It is well to remember that 
the same sun that melts the wax, 
hardens the cement, and it comes 
from the hands of a faithful Creator. 

Joseph stood in the presence of Poti- 
phar and heard the witness give a 
terrible false accusation. His face 
turned ashen white when he heard 
the verdict. Surely a faithful Creator 
will not allow His child to suffer so 
innocently. Someone will surely be 
the mediator and prove his innocence; 
but, no, in a very short time the prison 
doors were shut against him and a 
long term began. But Joseph faced 
the issue bravely and as the weary 
years rolled by what a moulding of 
character, what a melting of spirit, 
what preparation for a noble and great 
work for future days. 

Again a faithful Creator looked 
down upon Job as he was severely 
tested by the great enemy of man- 
kind, whose orders were merely to 
“spare his life.” To me the experi- 
ence of Job is one of the greatest 
dramas ever enacted. If just one of 
the tragedies happen to us, of the 
many Job endured, our hearts are 
crushed within us almost beyond re- 
pair. But we read that after the loss 
of all earthly possessions, the death 
of every child, a sudden failure in 
health, he solemnly bowed his head 
and worshipped a faithful Creator who 
doeth all things well. There was no 
question in Job’s mind as to the pur- 
pose of God’s strange leadings and 
for this reason he stands out with 
the greatest among the faith worthies. 

Daniel is another great example of 
one “suffering as a Christian.” One 
blow after another was his in the land 
of his captivity, until the final blow 
came forbidding him to pray to his 
God. Daniel was a prayer warrior and 
to deny him thirty heart-to-heart 
talks with his faithful Creator was

asking more than Daniel could give up. 
Though it meant coming face to face 
with the hungry lions, we find him 
frequenting his place of prayer. The 
sufferer’s tears flowed freely as 
Daniel confided in his faithful guide. 
Yet the threat was carried out and 
soon he found himself in the damp, 
dark den among the lions. We think 
we suffer as a Christian sometimes, 
and so did some of the early church 
members, but Paul told them they had 
not yet resisted unto blood. It is well 
for us to reflect upon some of the 
early martyrs that God in His wis- 
dom allowed. 

Stephen preached the sermon God 
laid upon his heart, even though he 
could feel the bitter opposition com- 
ing from the gospel-hardened critics 
in his audience. On and on he un- 
covered their wickedness until the 
furious crowd came rushing toward 
him with great stones, gnashing with 
their teeth, and crushed the very life 
out of the sainted preacher as he 
stood before them with a countenance 
more like that of an angel than of a 
man. While the blood stained the 
rocks that were claiming his life, he 
uttered a prayer to the faithful Crea- 
tor who was standing above, that such 
a tremendous sin should not be 
charged against those sinners. 

God does not call upon all to suf- 
fer in the same capacity. However, 
all must share in order to enter into 
His glory. We have often sung, “Must 
Jesus bear the cross alone, and all the 
world go free? No, there’s a cross for 
every one, and there’s a cross for me.” 
I would not feel worthy to share the 
same heaven with such people as are 
named in the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews had I not experienced a little 
of like persecution and suffering. We 
read that many were tortured, not 
accepting deliverance; others had 
cruel mockings and scourgings, bonds 
and imprisonment. They were stoned, 
sawn asunder, tempted, slain with the 
sword. They wandered about in sheep- 
skins, being destitute, afflicted, tor- 
mented, wandering in deserts, moun- 
tains, and caves; of whom the world 
was not worthy. But all these ob- 
tained a good report through faith, 
trusting completely in a faithful 
Creator.

“Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you: not as the world giv- 
eth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid,” John 14:27.

If people who are going to movies 
and dances, and using tobacco, and 
drinking liquor, could only realize 
what Jesus has for them, they would 
come to Him and get saved. And when 
Jesus saves us, we will want to give up 
all sinful habits and stay out of sinful 
places. 

Because of the fall of Adam and Eve 
in the Garden of Eden, we are all born 
with inbred sin. And because of this, 
many people backslide after they are 
saved, because they feel the lack of the 
power to overcome habits they know 
they should not keep after they are 
saved.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY COMPLETES ITS FIFTH 
YEAR OF WAR EMERGENCY WORK 


The American Bible Society has dis- 
tributed 8,213,070 copies of Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions of the Bible 
to the Army, Navy and Merchant 
Marine during a five-year period that 
ended June 30, 1945. 

More than five and a half million 
copies of the special edition of the 
New Testament, streamlined to fit the 
blouse pocket, were requested over the 
years by the chaplains for direct dis- 
tribution to the men who expressed 
an interest in the books. 

Like bread wpon the waters, one of 
these books has come home to the 
Bible House. The little brown volume 
is musty, the pages are bent and 
pieces of dirt and tobacco still cling 
to the leaves. “This book brought us 
through,” is the story of two G. I.’s, 
Eugene J. Fehsal and Samtel B. 
Reichard, who were cut off fron: their 
battalion in an attack against Nazi 


positions, and forced to hide in a fox- 
hole a week, before they were able to 
work their way back to the American 
lines. The food gave out the first day. 
From then on there was only the 
drifting snow, which provided drink, 
and the comforting presence of the 
little book, which they took turns in 
reading. 

Although the Society’s major ac- 
tivities in the war effort are now con- 
centrated in the Pacific, a recent re- 
quest from the U. S. Maritime Service 
Training Station in St. Petersburg, 
Florida, for 5,000 copies of the New 
Testament, was filled. This the So- 
ciety considers a real opportunity as 
the merchant ships carry no chap- 
lains and no attempt can be made to 
provide religious facilities.
